SOMERSWORTH  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Fiscal  Year  93/94  was  again  a  very  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. Our  intent  is  to  provide  courteous  and  quality  service  to  the  Citizens  of  Somer- 
sworth. 

The  Department  currently  has  a  staff  of  twenty-six  (26)  full-time  employees  includ- 
ing the  Chief,  two  Captains,  five  Sergeants,  two  Detectives,  nine  Patrolmen,  one  Parking 
Enforcement  Officer,  four  Dispatchers  and  two  Secretaries.  Additionally,  there  are 
eleven  (11)  part-time  employees  including  four  part-time  Dispatchers,  five  Special 
Officers  and  two  School  Crossing  Guards.

For  the  most  part,  the  good  news  is  that  overall  crime  has  dropped.  This  is  due  to  the 
diligent  effort  and  combined  team  work  of  the  men  and  women  of  the  Police  Department 
to  keep  crime  down. 

Officer  Landis  Delo,  our  D.A.R.E.  Officer  has  again  done  an  outstanding  effort  in 
teaching  the  Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education  Program  (D.A.R.E.)  to  our  5th  grade 
class  at  the  Middle  School.  He  taught  during  the  seventeen  week  program  different  ways 
to  "SAY  NO  TO  DRUGS"  and  how  to  deal  with  peer  pressure.  The  program  was  well 
received. 

On  September  14,  1994  the  City  was  involved  in  another  Emergency  Management 
exercise  located  on  Buffumsville  Rd.  near  the  Waste  Water  Treatment  Plant.  The  exer- 
cise involved  a  collision  between  a  school  bus  carrying  children  and  an  oil  truck.  The 
school  bus  careened  into  the  Salmon  Falls  River  and  the  oil  truck  rested  on  the  river 
bank  leaking  oil  into  the  river. 

Our  Emergency  Management  Team  comprised  of  the  Police,  Fire  and  Public  Works 
Departments  along  with  Chaulk  Ambulance  were  involved  in  a  river  rescue  and  contain- 
ment of  hazardous  materials  (oil)  leaking  into  the  river.  Practice  exercises  are  very 
important  in  training  and  preparation  in  the  event  of  a  real  emergency  situation. 

The  Department  initiated  a  Mountain  Bike  Patrol  during  the  summer  months.  Offic- 


ers  on  bicycles  patrolled  the  downtown  area,  parks,  housing  developments  and  off-road 
areas.  We  have  received  many  favorable  comments  on  our  program.  Our  efforts  were 
successful  in  that  we  are  getting  to  know  people  on  a  more  personal  basis.  Hopefully,  we 
will  be  able  to  expand  our  partnership  between  the  community  and  the  police  in  our 
community  policing  effort. 

We  have  expanded  our  crime  prevention  efforts  by  instituting  a  Stop  Crime  Program. 
Anyone  can  call  our  crime  line  at  692-91 1 1  to  give  us  information  about  a  crime  and  be 
eligible  to  receive  rewards.  Our  Department  is  the  first  to  offer  megabucks  lottery  tickets 
as  an  incentive  for  people  to  call  us  leading  to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  a  person 
guilty  of  a  crime. 

The  members  of  the  Police  Department  are  committed  in  providing  quality  service  to 
the  Citizens  of  Somersworth.  Our  community  still  is  a  nice  place  to  live  and  work.  We 
will  continue  to  work  very  hard  to  reduce  crime  in  our  community.

The  fiscal  year  1993-94  was  a  busy  and  progressive  year  for  the  Somers worth  Fire 
Department  again.  The  Department  responded  to  612  incidents,  which  a  is  a  13% 
increase  over  the  previous  fiscal  year.

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PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

Somersworth  Public  Works  crew  consists  of  7  people  at  the  Wastewater  Treatment 
Plant  on  Buffumsville  Road  and  13  people  who  work  out  of  the  Public  Works  Complex 
on  Willard  Drive.  Together  we  take  care  of  all  public  streets,  sidewalks,  bridges,  right  of 
ways,  storm  and  sanitary  sewer  systems.  City  buildings  and  land,  all  City  mechanical 
equipment,  and  operate  the  City's  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant.  We  also  administer  con- 
tracts for  the  City's  rubbish  collection,  recycling,  landscape  maintenance,  janitorial  ser- 
vices, motor  vehicle  fuel  and  building  fuel  oil.  We  operate  the  Forest  Glad  Cemetery  and 
coordinate  all  departments  in  the  areas  of  Emergency  Management  and  shared  use  of 
City  owned  equipment. 

Fiscal  1994  was  a  year  to  remember  as  far  as  winter  road  maintenance  was  con- 
cerned. We  plowed  for  18  snow  storms  and  sent  out  our  sand  and  salt  trucks  72  times. 
We  survived  the  Blizzard  of  '94  with  only  minor  damage  to  our  new  building.  We  had  a 
winter  total  of  90.5"  of  snow  and  used  4,497  tons  of  sand  and  salt.  The  only  major  break- 
down we  had  was  the  snowblower  on  the  sidewalk  plow  and  that  was  replaced. 

In  Fiscal  '94  three  major  roads  were  rebuilt  and  will  make  travel  and  maintenance  on 
them  much  better.  Roads  rebuilt  were  Buffumsville  Road,  Tates  Brook  Road,  and  Black- 
water  Road.  Clement  Road  was  also  completed  in  this  period.  We  have  had  one  of  our 
members  study  and  take  the  test  to  be  licensed  to  apply  weed  killer  to  the  sidewalks  in 
the  City.  We  have  started  a  program  that  after  several  years  of  diligence  should  reduce 
the  amount  of  weeds  on  our  sidewalks.  We  have  actively  pursued  training  for  dealing 
with  hazardous  waste  and  have  participated  in  a  drill  to  test  our  capabilities  and  point 
out  our  flaws.  In  the  course  of  our  normal  service  we  have  conducted  14  burials  in  the 
Forest  Glade  Cemetery,  picked  up  61  dead  animals  of  various  kinds  and  have  picked  up 
and  composted  10,245  bags  of  leaves  and  grass  that  were  left  curbside.  We  treated 
452.29  million  gallons  of  wastewater  including  868,200  gallons  of  septage.  We  gener- 
ated 704,584  pounds  of  sludge  while  removing  683,806  pounds  of  pollutants. 
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SOMERSWORTH  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  use  of  the  Somersworth  Public  Library's  materials  by  the  community  has 
increased  4%  this  past  year.  The  circulation  statistics  for  the  past  five  years  are  shown 
below.  The  increase  in  the  past  five  years  has  31%,  while  the  populatin  during  that  same 
time  period  has  remained  relatively  stable.

The  increase  this  last  was  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  expanded  audiobook  collec- 
tion, a  service  which  can  be  utilized  by  many  people  who  don't  have  the  time,  opportu- 
nity or  ability  to  read.  The  library  currently  has  over  250  titles  in  the  audiobook 
collection,  with  both  fiction  and  non-fiction,  and  abridged  and  unabridged  tapes.  The 
number  of  times  audiobooks  were  checked  out  of  the  library  increased  77%  in  1992- 
1993  and  122%  in  1993-1994. 

The  Somersworth  Public  Library  building  was  completed  in  1969,  and  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1993,  a  new  rubber  membrane  roof  replaced  the  original  gravel  and  tar  roof. 
Additional  rigid  foam  insulation  was  also  added  to  increase  the  R-value  of  the  roof's 
insulation  to  current  energy  conservation  standards  for  New  England. 

The  library  plays  an  integral  role  in  the  Somersworth  International  Children's  Festi- 
val, this  year  providing  display  space  for  the  week  preceeding  the  Festival  for  all  the  art 
work  done  by  the  Somersworth  school  children  through  grants  awarded  by  the  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  Festival.  Many  residents  visited  the  library  during  the  week  and  Festi- 
val day  to  view  the  exhibits.  The  staff  used  this  opportunity  to  promote  the  library's 
summer  reading  program. 

The  1993  summer  reading  program,  Ketchup  on  Your  Reading,  was  very  successful. 
Eighty-two  children  completed  the  program,  with  1,815  books  read.  The  circulation  of 
children's  books  increased  8.3%  during  the  program's  duration.  Ten  boxes  of  canned 
foods  and  staple  goods  were  collected  in  lieu  of  fines  and  were  donated  to  the  Somer- 
sworth Food  Pantry.

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The  library  received  many  generous  donations  this  year,  which  took  many  different 
forms.  New  and  used  books,  magazine  subscriptions  ad  monetary  gifts  were  given. 
Donations  in  the  form  of  memorial  gifts  included  a  newspaper  rack  and  several  books. 
Several  regular  volunteers  donated  their  time  and  talents  towards  completing  regular 
work  and  special  projects.  Anyone  interested  in  making  a  donation,  giving  a  gift  in 
memory  of  a  loved  one,  or  volunteering  their  time  should  contact  the  Library  Director. 

A  customer  satisfaction  survey  done  during  Natinal  Library  Week,  April  18-23,  1994 
had  overwhelmingly  favorable  results.  98%  of  the  respondents  indicated  that  the  library 
was  either  an  extremely  or  very  important  service  to  them,  and  an  equal  number  were 
pleased  with  the  service  which  the  staff  provided.  One  comment  sums  up  the  results 
well.  "Enjoy  all  of  the  staff  and  find  them  knowledgeable,  organized  and  cordial.  I  think 
for  a  city  its  size — and  with  limited  funds — the  Somersworth  Public  Library  does  very 
well."

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SOMERSWORTH  WELFARE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Welfare  Department  provides  general  assistance  to  needy  families  and  individu- 
als that  encounter  emergency  situations  or  financial  hardship.  Basic  needs  can  be  pro- 
vided for  such  as  rent,  food  electricity  and  heating  fuel. 

The  City  has  successfully  administered  the  Workfare  Program  recouping  approxi- 
mately 3,822  hours  during  FY  93/94.  In  dollar  figures,  this  is  a  return  of  approximately 
$19,000.  The  Workfare  Program  not  only  recoups  tax  dollars,  but  allows  the  recipients 
to  feel  like  they  are  giving  the  community  something  in  return  for  assistance  provided. 
Additionally,  the  City  administers  a  mandatory  Job  Search  Program  requiring  recipients 
make  three  job  contacts  daily.  During  FY  93/94,  the  Welfare  Department  began  direct 
participation  with  the  Department  of  Employment  Security  (DES).  The  Welfare  Depart- 
ment now  has  access  to  the  same  database  of  job  listings  that  is  available  at  DES. 

General  Assistance  expenditures  totalled  $53,099  during  FY  93/94.  These  monies 
directly  assisted  72  new  applicants  and  45  existing  recipients,  totalling  117  families  and 
individuals.  Again  this  year,  most  of  these  hardship  cases  were  due  to  long  or  short  term 
disability  and  unemployment.  The  Welfare  Department  was  able  to  recoyer  $6,052  from 
direct  reimbursements,  SSI  and  Medicaid  reimbursements. 

The  Welfare  Department's  objective  in  all  cases  is  to  help  families  and  individuals 
live  independently  of  the  welfare  system.  The  Department  also  strives  to  help  the  client 
obtain  benefits  they  may  be  eligible  for  and  provides  referrals  to  more  long  term  ser- 
vices, therefore  eliminating  the  need  for  General  Assistance.  Again  this  year,  I  would 
like  to  sincerely  thank  all  of  the  property  owners  and  vendors  that  have  helped  me  here 
in  the  Welfare  Department  to  save  tax  dollars  and  yet  provide  for  the  needs  of  citizens  in 
the  community.

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ASSESSOR'S  REPORT 

In  lieu  of  maintaining  a  100%  assessed  value  of  all  property,  the  City  of  Somer- 
sworth  conducted  a  revaluation  update.  This  update  was  effective  as  of  April  1,  1994. 
Most  of  the  properties  show  a  decrease  in  land  value  and  an  increase  in  building  value. 
The  net  value  for  Somersworth  in  1993  was  $356,889,645.00,  and  the  1994  net  value  is 
$347,752,634.00.  The  net  result  was  a  loss  of  approximately  nine  million  dollars  in 
value.  This  loss  in  value  has  a  direct  effect  of  .78  cents  on  the  1994  tax  rate  increase. 

The  monthly  sales  analysis  shows  that  we  should  meet  the  100%  assessed  value  goal 
and  that  this  adjustment  should  be  the  final  declining  value  adjustment. 

The  majority  of  the  sales  are  at  or  above  their  assessed  values  and  any  future  change 
in  assessed  values  will  be  conducted  as  the  market  dictates.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  PLANNING  AND 
ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT 

Throughout  the  period  of  fiscal  year  July  1,  1993  to  June  30,  1994,  the  Department 
of  Planning  and  Economic  Development  functioned  primarily  in  three  separate  areas: 
planning,  economic  development  and  code  enforcement. 

Code  Enforcement 

Building  remained  steady  in  fiscal  year  1993-1994.  Out  of  250  building  permits 
issued  during  the  year,  14  were  issued  for  commercial  construction  with  a  value  of 
$2,274,632.00.  In  addition  to  commercial  construction,  which  included  the  construction 
of  a  classroom/gymnasium  addition  to  the  Middle  School,  16  new  homes  were  built  and 
220  residential  permits  were  issued  for  minor  projects.  Additionally,  178  electrical  per- 
mits were  issued  for  commercial  and  residential  uses. 

Economic  Development 

In  July  1993,  the  Somersworth  Industrial  Development  Authority  (SID A)  was  rein- 
stated by  the  City  Council.  SIDA  is  comprised  of  nine  members,  with  the  majority  of  the 
membership  being  from  the  community.  Since  that  time,  the  economic  development 
staff  and  SIDA  provided  to  two  businesses  in  Somersworth  through  the  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  Program.  The  staff  also  worked  closely  with  the  Somer- 
sworth Chamber  of  Commerce  in  attracting  and  retaining  business  in  Somersworth.  As 
noted  in  the  Planning  report  below,  a  major  campaign  was  held  to  refine  the  sign  regula- 
tions of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  which  will  allow  businesses  to  more  effectively  advertise. 

Planning 

Throughout  the  year,  the  Planning  Department  focused  much  of  its  efforts  toward 
refining  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

The  most  significant  amendment  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  came  in  the  form  of 
sweeping  changes  to  the  Sign  Regulations  in  February  1994.  The  changes  primarily 
involve  allowing  greater  flexibility  in  sign  advertising,  such  as  permitting  the  use  of  por- 
table signs  and  window  signs  without  the  need  to  obtain  a  sign  permit.  The  amendments 
also  provide  for  greater  sign  area  allowances  in  the  commercial,  and  in  certain  instances, 
residential  zoning  districts. 

Other  zoning  amendments  of  note  that  were  adopted  in  FY  1993/1994  include 

•  Enlargement  of  the  Commercial/Industrial  (C/I)  zoning  district  in  two  location 
son  Route  108,  specifically  behind  The  Works  athletic  facility,  and  behind  the 
lots 
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fronting  on  Route  108  to  the  Public  Service  Co.  of  NH  easement  between  Haven 
Hill  Road  and  West  High  Street. 

•  The  creation  of  a  Sexually-Oriented  Business  Overlay  Zoning  District  between 
Interstate  Road  and  Barclay  Square  on  Route  108,  which  limits  the  development 
of  any  sexually-oriented  business,  i.e.,  adult  book  store,  to  this  area  with  strict 
land  use  controls. 

•  Revisions  to  the  Flood  Plain  District  regulations  to  bring  them  into  greater  con- 
formance with  the  NH  Office  of  Emergency  Management  Model  Flood  Plain 
Ordinance. 

The  Planning  Board  remained  active  reviewing  and  approving  development  applica- 
tions. Some  of  the  more  significant  projects  approved  include 

•  The  construction  of  a  20,570  square  foot  classroom/gymnasium  addition  to  the 
Somersworth  Middle  School; 

•  The  construction  of  a  3,000  square  foot  addition  and  new  loading  dock  at  Tri- 
State  Seafoods,  Interstate  Road; 

•  The  construction  of  two  (2)  story  school  addition  to  the  Tri-City  Covenant 
Church,  West  High  Street; 

•  A  five  (5)  lot  subdivision  of  land  for  single-family  residences  on  property  owned 
by  Armand  and  Judith  PI  ante  on  Blackwater  Road. 

Finally,  in  June  of  1994,  a  significant  change  took  place  involving  the  Department  of 
Planning  and  Economic  Development.  The  former  Director  of  Planning  and  Economic 
Development  left  the  City  in  December  of  1993  to  accept  new  employment.  Shortly 
after  that  time,  a  reorganization  was  made  which  created  the  Department  of  Develop- 
ment Services,  which  is  now  comprised  of  assessing,  code  enforcement,  economic 
development,  planning,  and  recreation.  The  City  hired  Michael  W.  Parda  as  the  new 
Director  of  Development  Services  in  June  of  1994. 

The  staff  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  efforts  of  the  many  volunteers  who  generously 
give  their  time  and  expertise  as  members  of  all  the  boards  and  committees.  We  express 
our  sincere  appreciation. 
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WATER  WORKS 

The  Water  Department  was  able  to  stabilize  its  fund  balance  during  the  fiscal  year  as 
revenues  exceeded  expenditures  by  a  small  amount,  about  $20,000.  This  stopped  the 
losses  that  the  Water  Department  has  endured  during  the  past  several  years.  However, 
cash  flow  still  presents  a  problem  because  of  the  Debt  Service  Payment  that  is  made  in 
mid  July  each  year.  The  current  water  use  charge  of  $1.45  per  hundred  cubic  feet  has 
been  in  effect  since  1990.  It  may  be  necessary  to  increase  rates  in  the  near  future  to  pro- 
vide funding  for  major  repairs  to  the  two  water  storage  tanks. 

The  new  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act  regulations  require  additional  testing  that  results 
in  added  costs.  In  addition  the  Water  Department,  during  the  year,  started  full  scale  pilot 
treatment  for  corrosion  control  to  comply  with  the  lead  and  copper  rules. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  has  passed  legislation  that  provides  for  grants  of  20% 
of  surface  water  treatment  facility  costs.  We  expect  that  application  forms  will  be  avail- 
able early  next  fiscal  year.  We  are  hopeful  that  the  Somersworth  Water  Department  will 
qualify  for  funds  under  the  state  grant  program.  It  is  important  that  the  State  fully  fund 
this  program  so  that  all  who  qualify  can  get  their  share.

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ENGINEERING 

The  work  on  road  reconstruction  projects  for  Tate's  Brook  Road,  Clement  Road,  and 
Blackwater  Road  continued.  These  projects  were  bid  and  the  contracts  for  reconstruction 
were  awarded  during  the  summer  of  1993.  The  work  proceeded  on  schedule  with  con- 
struction being  substantially  completed  prior  to  winter  setting  in.  During  the  spring  of 
1994  plans  and  specifications  were  prepared  for  the  reconstruction  of  Daniel,  Bennett, 
and  Patricia  Streets.  This  project  was  awarded  to  Tilcon,  Inc.  and  construction  is 
expected  to  begin  during  July. 

The  Record  of  Decision  (RODj,  for  the  Somersworth  Landfill  was  issued  during  this 
Fiscal  Year.  The  selected  remedy  is  the  innovative  treatment  wall,  alternative  five  (5)  of 
the  Feasibility  Study.  However,  the  ROD  provides  for  a  full  perimeter  slurry  wall, 
impervious  cap,  pump  and  treat,  alternative  eight  (8),  as  a  contingency  remedy  in  the 
event  that  the  Preferred  Remedy  is  determined  to  be  ineffective. 

The  EPA  held  a  public  meeting  at  the  Vocational  Educational  Center  in  December  of 
1993,  during  which  the  background  information  was  given  and  the  reasons  for  the  selec- 
tion of  the  Preferred  Remedy.  Those  in  attendance  were  then  given  the  opportunity  to 
ask  any  questions  on  the  selected  remedy  or  make  any  comments  regarding  the  remedy 
or  the  superfund  process. 

In  January,  1994,  the  formal  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  remedy  was  held.  Again 
the  background  information  was  given  and  then  the  reasons  for  the  selection  of  the  pre- 
ferred remedy.  The  public  wa.s  then  allowed  to  comment,  for  the  record,  on  the  proposed 
plan.  The  City's  comment  included  the  fact  that  the  City  did  not  believe  that  any  remedy, 
other  than  monitoring,  was  required,  but  understanding  the  requirements  of  the  Super- 
fund  Laws,  the  City  could  support  the  selected  remedy. 

The  City,  together  with  other  responsible  parties,  will  be  required  to  fund  and  imple- 
ment the  Selected  Remedy  after  being  notified  to  do  so  by  the  USEPA. 


RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Somersworth  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  is  working  hard  towards  giving 
Somersworth  residents  a  well-balanced  dose  of  leisure  activities.  We  offer  a  wide  variety 
of  different  programs,  activities,  events,  and  trips  for  people  of  all  ages. 

The  Recreation  Department  has  several  children's  programs  for  children  3  to  12 
years  old.  There  is  a  preschool  program.  Little  Tykes  Fun  Station,  which  brings  children 
3-5  years  old  together  for  a  fun-filled  hour.  We  offer  several  afterschool  programs,  each 
program  lasts  six  weeks,  such  as  street  hockey,  soccer,  ballet,  arts  and  crafts,  pottery  and 
creative  movement  just  to  name  a  few. 

In  the  summer  there  is  plenty  to  do  with  an  all-day  summer  camp,  a  half-day  camp, 
and  a  preschool  camp,  minor  and  major  league  baseball  programs,  tennis  for  all  levels, 
and  even  a  dance  camp.  There  are  special  guests  who  come  and  share  their  talents  with 
the  children  each  week.  There  are  also  two  field  trips  a  week  to  different  places.  The 
summer  goes  by  so  fast  with  all  the  activities  the  Recreation  Department  offers. 

There  are  adult  activities  that  many  of  you  take  part  in  such  as  Co-ed  volleyball,  aer- 
obics, craft  classes,  self  defense  classes.  Men's  basketball  league,  and  even  dog  obedi- 
ence classes. 

The  Senior  population  enjoys  taking  day  trips  at  least  twice  a  month  to  various 
places.  We  have  gone  to  JFK  Library  in  Boston,  Stoneyfield  Yogurt  Factory  in  Lon- 
donderry, Hampshire  Pewter  Company  in  Wolfeboro,  to  name  a  few.  The  seniors  were 
also  able  to  participate  in  a  55  Alive  Driving  program.  There  is  the  annual  senior  picnic 
for  all  Somersworth  Senior  Citizens  at  the  GE  Field. 

Family  trips  are  an  exciting  part  of  the  Recreation  Department.  We  have  gone  to  the 
Ice  Capades,  the  Ringling  Brothers  and  Bamum  and  Bailey  Circus,  and  don't  forget  the 
Red  Sox,  Celtics,  and  Patriot  games. 

The  Special  Events  have  to  be  the  best  part  of  the  Recreation  Department  because 
the  let  everyone  participate,  from  young  kids  to  their  parents.  We  have  had  in  the  past 
year  a  Halloween  Party  Witch  and  Goblin  House  Decorating  Contest,  Christmas  Party, 
Flashlight  Easter  Eggstravaganza,  and  even  a  Senior  Citizen  Picnic.  All  Special  Events 
are  FREE  or  for  a  very  low  fee. 

The  Recreation  Department  also  likes  to  hear  suggestions  from  the  residents  to  make 
their  overall  recreation  experience  an  "enjoyable  experience."  Hope  to  see  many  more 
of  you  in  our  fun  programs,  trips,  and  events.  Have  a  great  year! ! ! !

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SOMERS WORTH  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

JULY  1, 1993  -  JUNE  30, 1994 


The  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  ended  an  era  on  July  2,  1993  with  the  retire- 
ment of  long  time  Executive  Director,  Albert  "Jack"  LaBonte.  The  Commissioners  of 
the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  named  Joseph  N.  Couture  as  its  new  Executive 
Director.  Couture,  however  was  not  new  to  the  Authority  having  served  with  the  Author- 
ity for  twenty  years  prior  to  his  appointment  as  Executive  Director.  Eleven  of  those 
years  had  been  in  the  capacity  of  Assistant  Executive  Director  serving  under  LaBonte. 

Also  during  this  period  a  new  Chairman  of  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  was 
named.  Former  Mayor  and  City  Councilman,  George  M.  Bald  was  named  Chairman  of 
the  Authority  for  a  term  beginning  on  March  1,  1994.  Bald  has  been  a  Commissioner  of 
the  Authority  since  1991.  Other  Commissioners  serving  with  Bald  are  Jean  R.  Gill,  Vice 
Chairman;  David  L.  Roberge,  Commissioner;  Joan  A.  Lynch,  Commissioner;  and  Albert 
A.  Cormier,  Commissioner. 

Community  Development  Block  Grant  Program 

This  year's  funding  was  provided  through  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Office  of 
State  Planning  in  the  amount  of  $150,000  for  Units  located  in  Somersworth.  This  is 
being  handled  as  a  pilot  program  under  Community  Development  for  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  in  Lead-Based  Paint  abatement. 

Modernization  Program 

Each  year  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  conducts  a  com- 
petition for  housing  authorities  with  less  than  250  public  housing  units  for  funds  with 
which  to  modernize  their  units.  During  1993  and  1994  we  were  awarded  with  $502,000 
for  the  Albert  J.  Nadeau  Homes  located  on  Bartlett  Avenue  to  perform  the  following 
improvements: 

1.  Replace  hot  water  system  valves  and  piping. 

2.  Add  sprinkler  system  to  the  Flanagan  Community  Center. 

3.  Abate  lead-based  paint. 

4.  Convert  two  units  to  handicapped  accessible. 

5.  Add  kitchen  exhaust  fans  to  all  dwelling  units. 

6.  Relocation  of  residents  during  lead-based  paint  abatement. 
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Somersworth  Child  Care  Program 

The  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  owns  and  operates  the  Somersworth  Child 
Care  Center  located  on  Bartlett  Avenue.  This  program  provides  quality  child  care  to  the 
local  area  for  children  between  the  ages  of  six  weeks  old  to  children  twelve  years  old, 
before  and  after  school  and  summer  vacations.  Also  provided  in  the  child  care  program 
is  a  kindergarten  for  five  year  old  children. 

The  programs  are  contained  within  the  newly  constructed  child  care  facility  which  is 
comprised  of  10,000  square  feet.  The  center  consists  of  an  infant  and  toddler  wing  for 
infants,  one  year  old  and  two  year  olds,  and  a  preschool  wing  which  is  comprised  of 
three,  four  and  five  year  olds.  A  before  and  after  school  room  is  inhabited  during  the 
school  day  with  special  needs  programs  in  a  cooperative  program  with  the  Somersworth 
School  Department,  SEE  Program.  There  is  a  full  service  kitchen  facility  which  provides 
breakfast,  lunch  and  nutritious  snacks  for  all  children.  The  staff  at  the  center  are  Somer- 
sworth Housing  Authority  employees.  Currently  there  are  26  staff  persons  who  operate 
this  program. 

During  1994  an  expansion  of  the  infant  program  was  instituted.  One  room  at  the 
Flanagan  Community  Center  is  being  used  for  this  expansion  which  is  housing  the 
youngest  of  our  infants  enrolled  in  the  program. 

Strafford  County  Nutrition  Program 

The  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  has  been  and  continues  to  be  the  grantee  for 
the  Strafford  County  Nutrition  Program  which  provides  Congregate  Meals  and  Meals  on 
Wheels  to  Strafford  County  elderly,  and  disabled  persons  in  the  communities  of  Somer- 
sworth, Dover,  Rochester,  RoUinsford,  Farmington,  and  Milton. 

Home  Work  Laboratory  Program 

During  1993  and  1994  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority,  the  Somersworth 
School  Department,  and  the  Bartlett  Avenue  Resident  Council  created  a  partnership  in 
order  to  bring  a  Homework  Laboratory  Program  to  the  school-aged  children  who  reside 
in  the  Albert  J.  Nadeau  Homes.  Three  days  per  week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday 
approximately  30  school-aged  children  come  to  the  Flanagan  Community  Center  and 
have  a  one-half  hour  of  physical  activity  in  the  center's  gymnasium,  followed  by  a  nutri- 
tious snack  and  an  hour  and  a  half  of  homework  assistance  provided  by  two  certified 
teachers  hired  by  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  and  volunteers  from  the  resident 
council. 

This  program  received  State  of  New  Hampshire  Honors  in  1994  by  receiving  the 
Gold  Partnership  Award. 
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Congregate  Housing  Program 

The  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  has  apphed  for  a  Congregate  Housing  Services 
Program  for  the  Edward  S.  Charpentier  Apartment  complex  located  on  Franklin  Street. 
This  program  has  been  funded  for  a  five-year  period  by  both  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, Division  of  Elderly  and  Adult  Services  and  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development. 

This  program  will  provide  services  to  the  elderly  and  handicapped  individuals  who 
reside  in  this  facility  in  order  to  assist  them  with  daily  living  to  keep  them  out  of  nursing 
homes  prematurely.  The  services  that  will  be  provided  are  Case  Management,  Nutrition 
Services  by  providing  two  meals  per  day,  Housekeeping/Homemaker  Services,  and  Per- 
sonal Care  Assistance. 

This  is  a  new  venture  for  the  Authority  and  other  New  Hampshire  Housing  Authori- 
ties in  providing  extended  care  for  public  housing  residents.
